Prompt Action by Administration to Ease

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — 


(AP) — President Roosevelt 
was reported by Represent- 
ative Truax, democrat, Ohio, 
today after a conference be- 
tween them to be ready to 
take action in the face of un- 
rest among farmers. 


The house member, who had 


taken to the white house a proposal 
for 
price fixing 
on agricultural 


commodities, told reporters on leav- 
ing that Mr. Roosevelt was confi- 
dent that the "farm revolt" would 
be adjusted. 
Truax proposed prices of a dollar 


a bushel, for wheat, 7 cents a pound 
for hogs and 10 cents for cattle. 
"The president is confident of 
the 
situation 
working out," he 


said, "and I think he has some very 
definite ideas in his mind in the 
way of prompt action." 
He said he did not know just 
what was in the presidential mind. 
Raps Secretary Wallace. 


The Ohio democrat severely con- 
demned the administration of the 
agriculture adjustment act and as- 
serted that Secretary "Wallace and 
his professors are d9ing no good.' 


He told the president that "the 
old Hoover republicans." were ad- 
ministering the farm relief program 
in his state and "trying to discredit 
the act and get the president in a 


He' complained of the administra- 


tion of the farm refinancing pro- 
gram and said the appraisers "are 
insulting the farmers by appraising 
property one-third of its value." 
Mr. Roosevelt conferred at length 


with Mr. Truax, in addition toother 
callers. 
A presidential press conference 
was scheduled for late afternoon, 
with indications that something im- 
portant would be forthcoming. 


Taking special notice of the cen- 
tral northwest movement, George

statement expressed sympathy with 
farmers but asserted that funda- 
mental adjustments in agriculture 
are essential before extensive relief 
to fanners will be possible.

With 
prices low. he sa'd, more corn has 
been fed to livestock, particularly 
Hogs. The supply of hogs has great-

Fremont was 
given a $7,300 grant for street light- 
ing work. Total allotments 011 the 
44 projects approved were $5,243,37.8. 
It was estimated that 33,807 man- 
months of quick, direct employment 
would be given.

October 31 deadline for the boards 
to pass on the remainder of cases 
where compensation has been paid 
on the presumption the former 
soldiers contracted their disabilities 
during war service. 


Roosevelt to Discuss Extension. 
Such an extension would mean 
that veterans who have been getting 
75 per cent of their fomer compen- 
sation since March 20, when the 
economy act was enacted, will con- 
tinue to receive that amount beyond 
October 31, until their cases are 
tcted on. 
President Roosevelt was expected 


<o issue an extension order soon— 
possibly this week. 
Although "Devious

the presumptive cases have ranged 
as high as 150,000, a well-informed 
quarter today placed them at nearer 
63,000.

Claims Assembly Has

Jews and Marxists.

conference, but because the league 
had become a forum for "Jews and 
Marxists," It was asserted today in 
a statement by the semi-official 
Wolff news agency.

reich was withdrawing in accord- 
ance with plans announced a week

oratory," the statement asserted. 


League's Efficacy Doubted. 


"Germany will no longer partici- 


pate in such assemblies which are 
a caricature on international co- 
operation." 


"The exit from the league is the

which, formally independent, in 
reality was only an instrument of 
the league." 


Reviewing failures In the league's

Smo-Japanese conflict had raised 
doubts everywhere concerning the 
league's efficacy and had hastened 
Germany's decision to withdraw. 


Bound By Covenant. 


GENEVA, Oct. 20-jyP)—League of 
Nations officials emphasized today 
that Germany is bound indefinitely 
by the covenant of the league de_ 
spite its resignation, since the cove- 
nant is a part of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 
This point was emphasized while 
the officials awaited the text of the 
German notification, which was re- 
garded in international circles here 
as more permanently serious than 
the departure of the reich from the 
disarmament conference.

It involves the amount 
of $1,607 with interest which tne 
county has declined to pay as tax 
on gasoline it imported for its own 
use.The state maintains that Cney- 
enne county is a dealer in gasoline 
as detined by the gasoline tax law 
and has refused to pay the tax on 
five carloads of gasoline bought be- 
tween November 2, 1932 and June, 
1933.The county's defense is that it is 
a 
governmental subdivision and 
thus not subject to taxation under 
the constitution; tnat the county is 
not a dealer in gasoline, but uses 
fuel in its function as a govern- 
mental unit. It maintains that it 
does not now and does not intend 
to sell gasoline. 
The city of Lincoln, as well as 
counties, has always paid the gaso- 
line tax, but Lincoln's payments on 
gasoline used by municipal

SAYS PATRONAGE 
CHIEF TROUBLE 


Ritchie Scores Bryan But 


Finds Fault With 


Adminstration. 


OMAHA, Oct. 20— OP) —While 
describing Gov. Bryan's criticism of 
the recoverv program as serving no 
useful purpose, William Ritchie of 
Omaha, Bryan's opponent in the 
latt democratic primary, today ex- 
pressed the hope that "the pres- 
ent crisis in this section will open 
the eyes of the administration to 
its mistakes in patronage distribu- 
tion." 
Governor Bryan's criticism of 
President Roosevelt is characteris- 
tic," Ritchie said in a written state- 
ment. "Instead of pointing out 
weak spots in the administration's 
program and showing how they 
may be strengthened, and at the 
same time supporting the many 
wonderful acts of the president, the 
governor makes statements which 
can serve no purpose but to destroy 
confidence in everything the ad- 
ministration is doing and place Mr. 
Bryan upon a pedestal which will 
benefit no one but himself." 
Ritcaie said he agrees with Sena- 
tor Norris that one vital element 
of the recovery program, reason- 
able reflation of the currency, is 
still missing. 
"This must come quickly if the 


farm area is to be saved from a 
financial disaster and Mr. Roose- 
velt's pledges to the fanners be 
redeemed." he added. 
The chief difficulty in the fail- 
ure of the recovery act to function 
efficiency in this section. Ritchie 
asserted, "lies in the failure of the 
administration to give as careful 
attention to the patronage problem 
as it has to its legislative program, 
and aleo in the failure of the presi- 
dent to call to his conference table 
many of the great democratic 
leaders who opposed him In the 
national convention."

Firms 


Borrowing From U. S. 


May Be Taken. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—(AP)— 


Further legislation to slash salaries 
of big business executives was ad- 
vocated by a group of senators to- 
day as the federal trade commis- 
sion awaited responses to its re- 
quest for salary data from 2,000 
corporations. 


Motivated largely by disclosures 
In the senate Wall street inquiry 
that as high as half a million dol- 
lars have gone to one financier in 
salaries and bonuses for one year— 
and that period during the depres- 
sion—those senators now in Wash- 
ington are almost a unit for doing 
something to keep salaries down. 
Some feel congress can go all the 
way and regulate the pay of heads 
of all business—public and private. 
Most, however, agree the restric- 
tions could be applied only indi- 
rectly and then 
only to those 
corporations doing business with 
the government. 


Continuous Publicity. 


Senator Couzens, republican, of 
Michigan, 
one 
of 
the 
senate's 
wealthiest members and a member 
of the stock market investigating 
committee, said he believed con- 
tinuous 
publication 
of 
salaries 


would tend to keep them at a level 
more commensurate with services 
rendered. 
"I believe salaries of corporation 


officers should be a matter of pub- 
lic record because of the inability 
of millions of stockholders to secure 
detailed information as to the con- 
duct of the corporations," he said. 
"As long as they go to the public 
for money the public is entitled to 
know what is done with it." 
Senator Fletcher, democrat, Flor- 
ida; chairman of the senate bank- 
ing committee and its investigating 
subcommittee, 
said 
"too 
much 
money is being paid for doing 
nothing." 


Claims People Robbed. 


"It's terrible the way these cor- 
porations rob the people," he as- 
serted. "We can perfect existing 
legislation to apply it the same way 
to all persons getting relief from 
the government. I don't know how 
we can regulate state corporations 
by direct legislation." 
Senator White, republican, Maine, 
declined to commit himself on 
what legislation he would favor, it 
any, but said he doubted the power 
of congress to "legislate directly af- 
fecting the salaries of officers of 
private corporations." 
"However," he added, "it is prob- 
able that congress indirectly has 
the right to put limitations upon 
salaries in concerns borrowing from 
the government."

OMAHA, Oct. 20—(AP)—Two Lin- 


coln and one York public works 
projects were approved here last 
night by the state advisory board 
composed ot Dan V. Stephens, Fre- 
mont; James E. Lawrence. Lincoln, 
and John Latenser. jr. Omaha. 


The three grants approved to- 


talled approximately $27,000, Lin- 
coln's request for a $9,036 grant for 
the construction of a new ornamental 
lighting system on O street between 
Eighth and 20th streets was ap- 
proved, as was the city's request for 
a grant of $12,750 for repaying on O 
street between Eighth 
and 16th 
streets. 
York's application was for a grant 


of $6,600 for a, storm sewer exten- 
sion, for which the city recently 
voted a $22,000 bond issue. 


Cits Officials Attend. 


Lincoln was represented by Max 


Kier, city attorney; Mayor Fleming, 
Commissioners Paul Doerr, E. M. 
Bair, L. C. Oberlies; Deputy City 
Attorney Lloyd E. Chapman, Theo 
Berg, city clerk. David Ertckson, city 
engineer and Carl Fisher assistant 
city engineer. 


York was represented by Calvin 


Webster, city attorney and W. G, 
Scott Lincoln engineer for the pro- 
ject. 
Ths Lincoln delegates disclosed 
that another Lincoln project had 
been dropped as arrangements had 
been made with railroads to change 
the O street viaduct and the state 
is using its funds for straightening 
the O street road west of the tracks. 
A request 'for a federal grant lor 
this work had been contemplated. 
Ths board also heard and re- 
turned tor technical revision an ap- 
plication from the city of Fremont 
for a grant of approximately $57,- 
000. part of a $257,000 school build- 
ing project there. Fremont voters 
will ballot November 2 on a $200.000 
bond issue connected with this plan, 
which calls for construction of three 
new grade school buildings and an 
addition to one. The Fremont case 
was presented by Mayor J. F. Rohn. 


Cites Job Needs. 


Mayor Fleming, to urging the 
board to take immediate action on 
the Lincoln projects, pointed out 
that the city's relief problem this 
winter will be "more serious than 
last year, "and asserted that the 
grants would help the city 
"take 
care of a serious 
unemployment 


problem." 
Erickson outlining details ol the 
projects advised the board that 
work on the O street asphalt re- 
surfacing could be begun at once 
and be completed before December 
15. He estimated that this project 
would provide 33.000 man hours, em- 
ploying 183 men for six weeks with 
each man working 30 hours a week. 
Work on the lighting project, he 
added, awaits only circulation of 
petitions and could also be finished 
before December 15, providing 6,000 
man hours, employing 33 men for 
six weeks He said there are 4,500 
registered unemployed in Lincoln.

Renew Their Requests 


Pressing the city council Friday 


for action on their request for a 
letting down of certain restrictions, 
billiard parlor owners told the city 
council that they are ready to 
withdraw their request that games 
other than pool and billiards be 
allowed after 11 p. m. They want 
to cover their tables at 11 p. m., 
and remain open for the sale of 
merchandise. They also have asked 
that they be permitted to open 
their places on Sunday, business 
being confined only to the sale of 
their goods. 


A tentative ordinance granting 
the plea to stay open after 11 p'.m., 
has been drafted by the city at- 
torney, and it was discussed at the 
Friday conference with the com- 
missioners. Before permission can 
be given to open on Sunday, the 
Sunday closing ordinance also must 
be amended.

with each game of pool or Billiards 
played. These would be exchange- 
able for merchandise, or as part 
payment for the games. 


The commissioners did not in- 


dicate whether any of the pleas 
will be granted. 


Wide Range Found 


In Bids On Gravel 


A wide range in bids for furnish- 


ing gravel to surface the new state 
highway being built between Nor- 
folk and Meadow Grove was re- 
vealed at their opening in the office 
of State Purchasing Agent Farris. 


The lowest figures were quoted by 


Lewis & Schink of Meadow Grove, 
who offered to sell gravel at their 
pit near that place for 39.7 cents 
per ton. The state engineer's office 
estimated that it would cost 13.3 
cents a ton to load the material on 
trucks and 30 cents to haul and 
dump it on the highway, making 
the total cost 83 cents. On that 
basis, the contract for 1,679 tons 
was given the firm. It will receive 
about $670 for the gravel. 
The Carstensen Sand & Gravel 
Co., Columbus, had a bid of $1.40 
for gravel delivered on the high- 
way. Lyman Richey Sand & Gravel 
Co, and the Schellberg Sand & 
Gravel Co., both of Omaha, asked 
$1.70 
and $1.80, respectively, but 
these prices were f. o. b. at Meadow 
Crovc and Battle Creek, with cost 
of hauling to be added. 
The Lyman Richey firm was 
given a contract for 1,000 tons of 
gravel to be delivered at Murray on 
its low bid of 84 cents a ton

J. P. MORGAN IN 
QUANDARYOVER 
NEW BANK LAWS 


Banker Tells of Improve- 


ments in England; 


Silent on NRA. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 20—OP)—J. P. 


Morgan, 
America's 
most 
noted 


banker, was In a quandary about 
the new banking laws as he re- 
turned on the Berengarla today 
from a sojourn of three months in 
Europe. 
"It is the business of banks to 


obey the law," he said, "but I don't 
know yet what that means." 


Morgan's interview was the first 


he ever granted to ship news re- 
pcrters. 


He talked enthusiastically about 


Improvement in England, but de- 
clined to comment on the NRA or 
anything that had been going on 
in his own country. 


"Don't you see," he said, "I want 
to get the feel of the water and 
talk to those who do know what's 
going on." • 


England Getting on Very Well. 
In declining to discuss any phase 


of the NRA, he said, "I don't know 
enough about it." 
"England is getting on very well," 


he said. "Improvement certainly is 
well set in there. The heavy in- 
dustries are showing improvement 
and the whole feeling there is that 
things are better and improving." 


He was asked if his comment on 


conditions in lEngland was based 
upon reports gathered by his firm 
there. 


"Yes," he said. "We get figures 


on improvement in trade and in- 
crease in employment, and it is 
marked. The seasonal unemploy- 
ment has not taken place. The 
railroads will have shown an im- 
provement and the basic industries 
are getting better." 


Not a Statesman. 


He would not discuss Germany's 


defection from the League of Na- 
tions and the disarmament confer- 
ence. 


"Universal 
statesmanship," 
he 


said, "is not my business." He was 
told that it was now considered 
common knowledge that the United 
States soon would recognize Russia. 
"That's interesting," and he said 


It in a manner that indicated he 
had no intention to talk about it. 
"Some bankers feel there is a 


tendency of the government to drift 
toward socialism," he was told. 
There again," he said, "you are 


talking about an American ques- 
tion and I do not know what has 
been going on." 


Asked about the inquiry into sal- 


aries received by bankers and cor- 
poration officials, he snapped, "I'll 
not comment on that."

GAS TAX FUNDS 


SHOW INCREASE 


Receipts For October 
Over 1932 With Year's 


Total About Even. 


For the fourth time this year a 


gam in gasoline tax revenue paid 
into the state treasurer's office will 
be shown during October, compared 
with the same month in 1932. In 
the first 20 daj 
o fthe current 


month the receipts from that source 
are $771,528, which compares with 
$708,782 for all of October a year 
ago. This is a gain of nearly $63,000, 
with 11 days more to bring In addi- 
tional money. 
February, March, and August like- 


wise showed excess collections this 
year over the same months, res- 
pectively, in 1932. In each of the 
other 
six months elapsed 
the 


amounts were smaller than last 
year. 
In gross, however, 1933 is not run- 
ning far behind 1932. For nine full 
months and 20 days of October the 
total receipts of the treasury from 
gasoline tax are $6,409,249. The ten 
full months of 1932 yielded $6 619.- 
876. 
By the end of October the dif- 


ference for that period will be re- 
duced to less than $200,000, or a 
monthly average only $20,000 under 
last year. 
October has already passed both 
August and September in volume of 
tax revenue, which is contrary to 
usual experience. 
In most years 
August collections are the highest 
of all, but this year only $720,072 
was taken in for that month and 
$725,960 for September, compared 
with $737,681 in October up to this 
time. 
The only month this year to show 
up better than October was July, 
which brought in total gas tax in- 
come of $783,295. 


Figures given are the total re- 
ceipts each month before deductions 
for refunds to dealers on gasoline 
which they resell outside the state.

BEWARE OF MR. RENO. 


O 


VER in Iowa, Milo Reno, the farm holiday lead- 


er, is on the war path again. Mr. Reno takes 


bitter exception to the program which the govern- 
ment at Washington has projected to limit produc- 
tion. In one and the same breath, while complain- 
ing sharply that nothing is being done to aid the 
fanner, strangely he denounces steps which in the 
judgment of the administration will prove of incal- 
culable benefit to the 
agricultural 
regions when 


enough time has run to make the plans operative. 


He scathingly denounces the plan of limiting pro- 


duction of major crops and of hogs and cattle as 
"economically unsound, inhuman, and economic idio- 
cy." On that score, opinion may differ legitimately, 
and because there is a difference it should not pro- 
vide a basis for accusation that the government is 
unsympathetic and indifferent. 
Regardless of the 


mixed emotions which the sweeping program inaug- 
urated by Mr. Roosevelt may arouse, the recognized 
fact is that most people believe the president, is hon- 
estly, sincerely, and courageously endeavoring to lead 
this country out of its misery into the sunlight of 
better days. Most people believe there has 
been 


great accomplishments already written. Most peo- 
ple have looked upon Mr. Roosevelt as a man of en- 
gaging frankness, possessing those qualities for in 
spired leadership, 
claim infallibility, 
to make mistakes and there should be assurance in 
the fact that he is human enough and brave enough 
to suggest that when he comes to the conclusion he 
is mistaken, he intends to retrace his steps and to 
continue the fight with devoted and exalted pur- 
poses of rescuing America from its plight. 


That is a very likable and a very comforting at- 


titude. It appeals to that streak of common sense 
inherent in people. It is the rule in business, for 
long ago business discovered that no matter how 
foresighted and how able it might believe itself to 
be, it was not infallible and it made mistakes. There 
is the fresh reminder that business made a lot of 
mistakes over the last twelve years.

iS not the purpose here to discuss the merits or 
the faults of Secretary Wallace's program for the 


control of production of corn, wheat, cotton, hogs, 
and cattle. We have the notion that if sorely tried 
patience and resources will enable the farmer to sur- 
vive a cruel ordeal, which began more than twelve 
years ago with the deflation of 1921, not only this 
colossal program, but natural forces which have 
been operating over the last two years, will go far 
toward producing happier and more prosperous days 
for the American farmer. We have that belief be- 
cause the factors which brought distress to him are 
disappearing. There no longer is the huge surplus 
of farm products to rise like a ghost before him. In 
the inevitable run of affairs, the purchasing power 
of this country is being rebuilt slowly, probably pain- 
fully slowly for those who want to see America 


We need to pull together to the common end. We 
need the spirit of fairness and of patience. We did 
not fall Into this mess in a day, and it is not going 
to be unscrambled in a day. It is going to take 
time to cure the wounds sustained over a period of 
twelve years when discrimination against and ex- 
ploitation of the agricultural group failed to evoke 
the understanding and sympathy to which farming 
is entitled. 


THE LINES FORM AGAIN.

HETHER it is due to coincidence or otherwise, 
it is exceedingly interesting to see the nations 


of the world fall into their pre-war alliances. 


The soviet regime, which was installed at Moscow 


following the war, threatened to destroy the histori- 
cal bond between Russia and France and England. 
But now that nazi Germany is again speaking boldly 
and militaristic Japan threatens, Russia's soviet is 
following the trail blazed by the czars. This is ap- 
parent from news dispatches dated at Geneva, which 
indicate that Russia may join the League of Na- 
tions. 


Years of regrettable pussyfooting have taken the 


league a long way from its original ideal. Today, the 
disillusioned see in it little more than a formal arm 
of alliance for the 
European allies. The league's 


membership includes nations in all parts of the 
world. But the main business at Geneva concerns 
France, England, Italy and perhaps it will soon in- 
clude Russia. 


Thus mutual overtures between Russia and the 


league give the semblance of a return to pre-war al- 
liances. 


Another phase which is highly interesting is the 


probable effect of these conditions upon Russia. Now 
that it thinks it has cause to fear real enemies—not 
he capitalistic bogeymen found in its literature—on ' 
both its eastern and western borders, the soviet may 
definitely abandon the doctrine of world revolution 
and eagerly seek friendship and protection. 


Renunciation of this, doctrine probably would mean 


recognition from the 'United States. The debt issues 
aetween these two countries are relatively unimpor- 
;ant. Even in the past year or two, Russia has tended 
toward soft-pedalling her revolutionary dogmas. 


FOUR TIMES OVERSUBSCRIBED. 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S statement that the 
-•T latest bond issue by the government had been 
oversubscribed four times furnishes strong proof of 
the financial stability of the 
country. The issue 


called in aggregated 500 millions. The subscriptions 
pouring into Washington in less than two days after 
announcement was made totaled nearly 2 billions. 


When issued originally during the 
war period, 


many Liberty bonds came into the hands of pur- 
chasers, who had not had previous experience with 
this type of investment. Some retained the tempor- 
ary securities for years, although only four interest 
coupons were attached, and on these, there has ac- 
cumulated thirteen years of interest. The fourth 
loan, which has been called In part ,is designated by 
lot and identified by letters and the final digits of 
their numbers. They will cease to bear interest after 
April 15 next, even though they carry coupons run- 
ning to 1938. They should be cashed or exchanged 
for new bonds before they fall due next April. 


Owners of the fourth Liberty, who desire to ex- 


change their bonds for the new issue, bearing 4'i 
per cent the first year and 3% after that, are offered 
the concession of an even trade at par, although a 
portion of the issue will be sold outright at 101%. 
At the present time, the bonds are selling around 103. 
Those who intend to use their money should sell now 
or otherwise they will incur a loss of from $2 to $3 
per hundred. As it now stands, they are being of- 
fered a very equitable trade by the government. 


PUMP IRRIGATION. 


>-n-«HE report just made public by Dr. George E. 
-•. Condra of the University of Nebraska on the 
underground flow of water in the Platte valley indi- 
cates that there never need be a crop failure within 
the area, the survey of which has been recently fin- 
ished. All that will be necessary in order for the 
farmer to have a sufficient supply of water for his 
land will be to sink his wells and provide the pump- 
ing: equipment. 


Pump irrigation in Nebraska was begun at a com- 


paratively recent date, yet in the few years it has 
been in vogue Dr. Condra states 1,200 wells have been 
sunk and put 'in operation between Central City and

Of this amount, 180 millions is to be 
made available and to be paid to the farmers within 
the next few weeks—when and if contracts of agree- 
ment are signed. Under the provisions of the plan, 
it is expected that 12 ^ million acres of corn land 
will be taken out of production and the hog crop 
will be reduced 25 per cent. The government itself 
puts up the cash initially for these payments to 
farmers and recoups its coffers from processing taxes 
levied on corn and hogs. The industrial east will not 
like that, consuming as it does much of the pork 
and the corn.

It is gratifying to learn from, the report that the 


supply of water in the valley is practically unlimited, 
which leads to the belief that hundreds of other 
farm owners will follow the example of those in 
Buffalo county and to the east thereof. And, as is 
stated, the water seeps to the southward, there should 
be nothing to deter farmers in the Republican valley 
following a similar course.

QUESTION. 
What do you think will be the 


future of Hitlerism? 


ANSWER. 
By the enabling act of March 23, 


1933, the Hitler cabinet acquired dic- 
tatorial powers for a period of ap- 
proximately four years. Those most 
competent to judge see no serious 
obstacle to the completion of that 
term of power, but they concede it 
may end in an All Fools Day. There 
is little use in venturing predictions 
about your inquiry. The Italian and 
Russian instances do not furnish 
helpful analogies, if only for the 
reason that Germans are neither 
Italians nor Russians. 


The success of Hitlerism d spends 
on the people. If they should tire of 
propaganda, or the administration 
should commit grave errors in its 
foreign policy, it may disappear as 
unexpectedly as it arose. Do not for- 
get that despite tremendous efforts 
to bulldoze the German electorate 
it registered on March 5, 1933, a 46 
per cent vote against Hitlerism. 
That was morally a government de- 
feat, and by 1937 a new group of 
voters who are now at school will 
cast their ballots. 
Just now the stream is flowing to- 
ward Hitler. Skepticism is sub- 
merged in a tide of patriotic fervor. 
The press is his hireling. Pub'ic 
opinion is strictly canalized and, if 
unfavorable, ruthlessly suppressed. 
But the working classes of ths ci- 
;ies and manufacturing centers are 
jowed rather than won, and a gen- 
eral strike is always their formidable 
weapon in reserve. Germany has 
survived other revolutions and re- 
versed some of their consequen-es. 
Compulsion is a dangerous weapon, 
liable to wound the hand that wields 
t. We can only wait and see.

American Federation of Labor offi- 
cials believe they have boosted their 
paid-up membership considerably 
above the old all-time record ot 
4,078,740 who were on the rolls 
in 1920. 


Exact figures, though, will not be 


available until after the end of the 
calendar year. By that time, Wil- 
liam Green, president, and other 
officers expect the total will be well 
above 5,000,000; already they have 
set 10,000,000 as the-next immediate 
goal. 


As evidence of the 
continuing 
swing toward unionization 
since 


NRA. Frank Morrison, secretary ot 
the federation, said today that 700 
charters had been issue!! by his or- 
ganization to new unions since July. 
360 Charters In October. 


Officials of the federation also 
were elated today by the fact that 
establishment of new unions had 
not slumped since the spurt that 
followed enactment of the recovery 
act. 


October issued more new charters 
than in all of July and August— 
around 360. 


Organized labor spokesmen feel it 
must spread unionization to bring 
success of the recovery program. As 
one explained it: 
"Until we can represent a ma- 
jority of the employes, we won't be 
m the exact position we should—m 
the position the authors of the re- 
covery act expected we would be."

BRIDGE 
How to Win 


,By JOSEPHINE CULBERTSON- 


PERMITTING A RUFF WITH A 


SINGLETON. 


Most players defending a contract 


are reluctant to permit a singleton 
trump in dummy to make a trick, 
and as a general principle this re- 
luctance has a sound foundation in 
fact. However, like almost all rules, 
it has its exceptions, and the nota- 
ble exception to which I wish to 
call attention today is, that if the 
singleton trump in dummy is a 
high honor it is usually much bet- 
ter to force it out by leading high 
cards of the suit which can be 
ruffed 
rather than by leading 


trumps. 
A hand illustrating this interest- 


ing principle was sent to me re- 
cently by R. William Erwin of 
Toronto, Canada. It was played in

In this instance west was the 


declarer at a contract of four 
spades, And north elected to lead 
from his minor tenace in clubs in- 
asmuch as south had supported 
that suit in the bidding. South, of 
course, won the trick -with the ace 
of clubs, and -where he obeyed a 
more or less natural impulse to re- 
move the trump in dummy by lead- 
ing a trump, north and south made 
no more tricks. Actually, this is a 
very bad play. The correct return is 
not a trump but a club. In the 
first place, it assures north and 
south of a trump trick if north 
holds so much even as the knave, 
and in-the second place, it cuts 
communication to some "extent be- 
tween the open and closed hands. 
The return of a club, as will be 
noticed, prevents the making even 
of four-odd, as north and south 
must later win another club trick, 
a trump trick and two hearts.

it comes to slams. Perhaps it may 
not be so expensive to guess when 
a game is concerned, but when the 
contract is one to take all or all 
but one of the tricks, then guess 
has no place in the player's voca- 
bulary. I do not mean by this that 
no chance should be taken. Far 
from it. A slam should be bid on 
an even chance, such as a success- 
ful finesse or the possibility of a 
favorable lead, but it should not 
depend upon two or three such 
contingencies, as is the case all too 
frequently in slam bidding. 


Before the adoption of the pres- 


ent scoring schedule, no contract 
authority recommended the bidding 
of grand slams because the bid- 
ding machinery was not attuned in 
such a way as to permit the ex- 
change of sufficient precise infor- 
mation to give the grand slam 
contract a reasonable chance of 
success. However, with the great 
increase in the grand slam bonus, 
players demanded a method of 
safely reaching these unusual con- 
tracts, and this method has been 
furnished them through the four- 
five no trump convention.

EXCHANGING INFORMATION. ] 
In order to assure the safety of j 
the grand slam contract, it is es- 
sential that the partners at the 
contract table take advantage of 
every opportunity to exchange in- 
formation and that the information 
given be accurate and the infer- 
ences drawn from the partner's bids 
and responses be properly analyzed. 
The bidding and making of both 


small and grand slams are the re- 
ward for one of the finest intel- 
lectual attributes — precision of 
thooght—and thus it Is not strange 
that all players place great em- 
phasis upon the accuracy of the 
contract player's slam bidding in 
determining where he ranks in 
their circle of bridge players. 
Inaccurate bidding is costly when 


(1) While south lacks one essen- 
tial for a forcing takeout—name- 
ly a fit for partner's bid suit—the 
fact that his hand contains more 
than 4 honor-tricks and two bid- 
dable suits is more than ample 
compensation. 


(.2) Another show of strength, 


even though partner's takeout is 
in a suit which I cannot support.

Obviously he holds five diamonds, 
as otherwise he would have forced 
first by bidding spades. He holds 
at most three hearts, and It seems 
quite likely that his distribution is 
five diamonds, four spades, three 
hearts and one club, or conceivablv 
the queen and one heart, sufficient 
to give a belated raise to the heart 
bid after I have shown a fit with 
one of his suits. 


Equally, my partner can read my

Not onlv were tests on leedmg of 
protein supplements reported upon 
out also results of experiments with 
i ceding ground oats and hull-iess 
caw, the effect of certain supple- 
mentary feeds upon the Iirmness of 
pork and hogging of corn were given 
out.In the test where varying rations 
were fed to pigs to determine the 
value of corn, barhey and oats used

were eight lots of pigs. Each lot was 
full fed on six-tenths of an acre of 
sudan grass. Each lot was also kept

"The addition of tankage to a

sistance. Steady butter prices anc 
seasonally higher egg pnces should 
prevail.

FARMERS USING 


SORGHUM CROPS 


Of 
Results in Feeding 


Atlas Especially 


Satisfactory. 


With the past season b'-ing dry 


in many counties, farmers are turn- 
ing to sorghum crops to insure feed. 
Interest 
in 
producing tb.2 grain 


sorghums has increased in the 
southern tier of counties. 
P. H. Steward, extension ag ono- 
mist at the Nebraska agricultural 
college, has just finished holding 
demonstration meetings in coopera- 
tion with county extension agents 
in localities where sorghums were 
planted lest spring. Where com was 
a complete failure, some of the best 
grain sorghums promise a yie'd of 
30 bushels or better per acre. 
Variety tests again this year indi- 
cate that Kalo, a yellow kafir. is 
probably the outstanding binder- 
typs of grain sorghum. It normally 
grows about 40 to 60 inches tall and 
matures in about 105 days. 
The 
stalk is somewhat juicy and makes 
fair feed. This variety is recom- 
mended to those Nebraskans who 
wish to grow a grain sorghum crop. 
Sorgo Outstanding. 
In the forage varieties of sorg- 
hums, atlas sorgo appears to be 
outstanding in Nebraska again this 
year. It is a result of a cress be- 
tween Blackhull kafir and Sourbss 
Sorgo. The plant is drouth re^ist- 
ant. gives a high yield and has stiff 
lodge resistant stalks and is palata- 
ble, 
Agronomists say it deserves a 
trial on most farms in the south- 
ern territory. Emil Polnicky. prom- 
inent Webster county farmer, is one 
of the atlas sorgo enthusiastis this 
year. 
Prof. H, J. Gramlich, head of the 
animal husbandry department at 
the agricultural college, i* another 
enthusiast. 
Tests conducted there 
this year Indicate that the atlas 
produced about 19 tons of ensilage 
per acre while corn on the same 
ground produced but 6 tons. 
Many Nebraska farmers, however, 


object to growing grain sorghums 
because 
of the failure to secvr 
satisfactory stands and the inability 
to keep the fields 
free 
rom all 
weeds, Agronomists are telling them 
that some of these difficulties can 
be overcome by listing c-tubble land 
m an east an west direction 
the sorghums are to be planted. 
When spring comes and weeds start, 
a two row godig can throw the 
ridges in and the land then may b? 
harrowed to prevent weed growth 
until planting time. 


No More Dogs 
The "world's largest prairie dog 
town" is no more. At least O. S. 
Bare, who served as "general" in 
the eradication campaign reoorts 
that the 26,500 acres have been 
cleared of rodents. Using poisoned 
oats a 99 percent "kill" was ob- 
tained. More than 300 bushels of 
the oats were used in ridding this 
town which covered an area some- 
thing like 7 miles square. C. C. C. 
workers from the Chadron camp 
did the work under Eare's direc- 
tion.

Swenk Advises Deep 


Plowing As Way to 


Kill Grasshoppers 


Plowing under grasshopper eggs 


deep enough to cover the young hop- 
pers when they hatch next spring 
•will help cut down the Infestation 
for 1934, according to Prof. M. H. 
Swenk, head of the entomology de- 
partment at the agricultural college. 
Usually plowing 6 inches deep is 
recommended. 


There have been no reports of 
grasshopper swarms to the college 
of agriculture. The adult hoppers 
die with the cominjr of hard frosts 
while the eggs live over the winter 
months. 


While grasshoppers did not par- 
ticularly damage crops in eastern 
Nebraska this past year, chinch 
bugs were found in unusual num- 
bers in some counties—particularly 
Lancaster. They may again be a 
nuisance next year. In some cases 
these pests destroy large acreages 
of small grain.

Dismiss Burglary 


Complaints. 


Municipal Court Judge John L 


Polfe Friday morning denied mo- 
tions for dismissal of burglary 
charges against James Willman 
and John Darby Flynn, who the 
state contends broke into the Tony 
Coniglio residence, 401 North Fifty- 
sixth street, on the evennig of Au- 
gust 12. 


Paul G. DeVere, 21, who was shot 
by officers on the night of 
the 
break-in when they surprised him 
and two other youths in the Conig- 
lio basement, was in court, charged 
with burglary, as the case opened 
but he was not called to the stand. 
The two other youths in the Conig- 
lio house escaped but Willman and 
Flynn were later arrested. The 
case was to be continued Friday 
afternoon. 
Rolla C. Van Kirk, attorney for 
Willman, contended that evidence 
presented 
showed Willman was 
not present at the time of the 
shooting and that he was not at- 
tempting to enter the house earlier 
in the afternoon when Mrs. Conig- 
lio returned home and found three 
youths in the back yard. 
Challenges identification. 
Judge Polk, however, indicated 
that Willman's action at the Conig- 
lio house in the afternoon had not 
been thoroughly explained. 
In asking for dismissal of the 
charges against Flynn, Harry Hole- 
man, his attorney, maintained the 
defendant was not properly identi- 
fied as being at the Coniglio resi- 
dence at the time of the shooting. 
Mrs. Coniglio told of returning 
home about 4 o'clock on the after- 
noon of the shooting and finding 
Willman and two other young men 
at the rear of the residence. She 
explained that Willman, a family 
acquaintance, had 
come to 
the 
house to collect a laundry bill. 
When she drove into the yard, she 
said, two of the youths, identified 
by Willman as Flynn and Gene 
Spoor, fled. 


Spoor, at the present time, is 
charged with burglary but has not 
been apprehended. 


Mrs. Coniglio 
testified that she 
at once suspected an attempt to 
enter the bouse had been made. 
She telephoned police and officers 
concealed themselves on the prem- 
ises after sending her away.

HELSINGPORS, Finland, Oct. 20 


—(XP)—Paavo Nurmi and his bride 
of less than two years have sep- 
arated and, despite denials, it has 
been learned Mrs. Nurmi already 
has taken steps toward obtaining 
a divorce and custody of their year 
old boy, Matti. 


The Associated Press correspond- 


ent interviewed the wife at Turku, 
native town of the world famous 
foot-racer, and verified the reports 
that the couple disagreed on Paa- 
vo's interest in athletics, as well as 
on the future of their son, whose 
feet caused disappointment to a 
father anxious to develop another 
runner in the family. 
"I have never engaged in ath- 


letics and they do not interest me," 
said Mrs. Nurmi. "I have never 
seen --aavo run. For me, he is a 
man, not a sportsman. His concen- 
tration on athletics at last forced 
me 10 go to the judge for a di- 
vorce. You see, an athlete should 
never marry, unless he is willing 
to forego much of his activities." 


Should H»ve Known Better. 


"Marriage Is a matter for two people, 


but to Paavo it seems there is nothing 
else but the track and his training. An 
athletic star is anti-social ana it seems 
he cannot think of anything but himself. 
I was aware of this when I married Paavo 
because we had kept company for years. 
I even once broke off our engagement for 
that reason, but Paavo promised to leave 
athletics so I could not refuse him. 
I 
should have known better. 
"Ever}' day, some sporting leader would 
call upon him and persuade him to engage 
in some athletic activity- His friends said 
it was ridiculous for him to quit at the top 
of his form. 
Paavo kept his promise to 


me for only five days, but I am not vexed, 
because I should have known that it wax 
impossible for him to live without his 
running. 


"If he is not allowed to train every 
day, he becomes so nervous that one can- 
not understand him. My belief is there are 
very few people who really know him at 
all. 
He is a restless spirit who cannot 
stay long in the same surroundings or the 
same- job." 
The baby. Matti, who is just able to 
toddle about, came into the room while 
the correspondent was talking to his 
mother. 
The youngster has large blue 
eyes and is lively, but Mrs. Nurmi says 
he is not so much the image of his father 
that he was earlier. 


Boy U Decide. 


"My boy can decide for himself what 


he wants to be," she continued. "He must 
not become a competitive athlete, however. 
He may play tennis or engage in gymnas- 
tics or track sports. bu'_ I will not allow 
him to take up intensive training. Let us 
hope by the time he grows up the world 
will have become sensible again and laugh 
at this sporting madness. 
"Besides. I am not afraid Matti will be- 


come a great runner. 
Paavo measured 
his feet when he was born and he was not 
satisfied with them. 
He even tried to 
arrange the boy's food so that Matti would 
become an athlete, but those feet have 
not stretched at all." 
Mrs. Nurmi said she was looking for 


employment for herself and denied reports 
that she did not worry because Paavo was 
"very wealthy." 
She declared they had 


lived frugally. 
Nurmi has steadfastly refused to com- 
ment on his separation or the possibility 
of divorce, although friends scy there is 
not much chance for a reconciliation un- 
less Paavo gives up athletics altogether. 
Recently the runner denied he Intended to 
turn professional.

Public Works Board 


Makes Trip Over 


Territory. 


HOLDREGE, Neb., Oct. 20—(AP) 
—Proponents of the 
Tri-county 
power and irrigation project today 
showed members of the state pub- 
lic works advisory board over part 
of the proposed project in an at- 
tempt to convince them it would 
keep the water in the Platte river 
watershed. 
The board reached Eustis early 
this morning and was met by more 
than 100 citizens from the territory 
between Hastings and Eustis. A 
caravan of more than 40 automo- 
biles left soon afterwards on the 
trip. The board viewed the site 
where It is proposed to construct a 
concrete tunnel about 19 feet in 
diameter and 2% miles north and 
south at Midway canyon to take 
water diverted from the Platte river 
to the Plum creek reservoir. The 
spokesmen for the district said this 
keeps the water in the Platte water- 
shed. 
The party then drove over to view 
the Republican river watershed a 
short distance away. 


The proposed reinforced concrete 
tunnel 
would divert the water 
brought down from the Platte river 
taking it over to the upper Plum 
creek reservoir five miles north o1 
Elwood. A power plant would be 
built there at the site of the dam, 
with approximately a 100 foot drop. 
About nine miles east will be a 
similar project, the lower Plum 
creek reservoir with a dam of aboul 
90 feet drop which would impound 
300.200 acre feet of water. 
This plan, C. E. Mickey, enginer 
for the project, said would develop 
between Eustis and Elwood two 
lakes several miles wide with a 
shore line of more than 30 mlies. II 
would absorb about 30,000 acre feel 
of water, he said, from seepage, and 
30,000 acre feet by evaporation.
